‘of ‘‘Joe” Shaw is well known as also 
is the devotion and the enthusiasm 
he has brought to bear not only, on 
his party’s politics, but on the great- 
er question of public affairs; for he 
has never been bitterly partisan, 
something of which his latest speech 
in the Legislature is evidence. It is 
only the turning of another page in 
the chapter of Canadian history which 
tells of leaders lost because the re- 
wards of public life were inadequate 
to their needs—because they ‘‘have 
to make a living,’’ as Lord Birken- 
head said recently of his own action.

WHY SHOULD BIRTHS BE 
REGISTERED? 


There is a law in every province 
which requires the registration of 
births, and, as a rule, the partial re- 
sponsibility for such registration 
vests upon the parent. Whether or 
not the parents are held responsible 
by law, they should see that the pro- 
vineial requitements are met because 
for the following reasons, it is in 
the interests of the new-born  ¢hild 
that the birth be registered. 

It’ is through the’ registration of 
births and deaths thiat a check is kept 
upon health:@onditions. The cause of 
deaths, the undue prevalence of dis- 
ease, the hesults of health work can 
only be ‘ascertained from such fig- 
ures. The public health organization 
depends upon the statistics and as its 
efficiency is a metter of importance, 
to each individual, in that protection 
from disease and the attainment of 
health depend largely upon this pub- 
lie service, each citizen should do his 
pert in seeing that such necessary 
reports as binth registrations are 
made to the proper. authorities.

Many more reasons might be given, 
such as age for a motor. driver’s li- 
cence, and age for old age pension, 
but enough haye been mentioned to 
establish clearly that from the stand- 
point of bothe the conamunity and the 
individual, birth . registration should 
‘never be neglected . A moral 
and legal registration rests upon par- 
ents to see that the birth of their 
chiid is properly registered.

GREAT BRITAIN AND STATES 
IN ACCORD 

Substantial progress has been ach- 
ieved at the London naval conference 
by the offer of the United States to 
accept terms which virtually estab- 
lish parity between that country and 
Great Britain. Whatever else may be 
accomplished a definite agreement 
between the two largest naval pow- 
ers seems to be assured. The plan 
proposed by the American delegation 
is comprehensive one, embracing ev- 
ery class of war vessel. A proposal 
has been made to Japan agreeing to 


brought about by Britain scrapping 
five capital ships and the United 
States three, leaving each with fif- 
teen. Practical equality in cruiser 


toxncge is proposed, each country to 


mea.ntain large or small cruisers ac- 
cording to its needs. Hither nation 
can change the ratio between large 


and small cruisers, but the total ton-_ 


nage is not to be exceeded. 

It has become apparent that the 
inspiration of the movement to bring 
British and American views on naval 
matters into harmony dates back to 
the eventful meetings between the 
British Prime Minister and  Presi- 
dent Hoover. From those private 
conferences there sprang the convic- 
tion that a friendly understanding 
between the two peoples was not only 
desirable but essential to world 
peace, Absolute confidence in each 
other’s integrity and sincerity was 
the first requisite in putting an end 
to the naval rivalry vhich might at 
any time assume dangerous propor- 
tions. Instead of leadership in naval 
construction, they propose to lead the 
other nations into the path of per- 
manent peace. 

Acecptance of the United States 
offer by Great Britain and Japan will 
not end the work of the naval con- 
ference, highly important as it is. 
There is still much to do in bringing 
about a lasting agreement between 
France and Italy. The Mediterran- 
ean problem has to be solved and 
this is an objective of major import- 
ance to Great Britain. Any scheme 
of disarmament to be permanently 
successful must include all five pow- 
ers. It has been brought much near- 
realization by the example set by the 
two largest powers.
